“The Language of the Church” ifs 
the title used, for want of a better 
one, to denote the Church's practice 
of celebrating Mass,' administering 
the sacraments, and generally per- 
forming her more solemn services in 
the dead languages. For the Church 
cannot be said to use, or even to pre- 
fer, any one language, She requires 
some of her clergy to use Greek, Sy- 
riac, Coptic, Armenian, Slavonic in 
the Mass, just as strictly as she re- 
quires others to employ Latin. Latin, 
no doubt, is far more widely used than 
other ancient languages in the offices 
of the Church, but this has arisen 
chiefly from the fact that those who 
weuld naturally use Greek, and simi- 
lar languages in their offices have 
fallen away from the Catholic com- 
munion. 

The Angelus is the Catholic prac- 
tice of honoring God at morning, noon 
and evening by reciting three “Hail 
Marys, together with sentences and 
collect to express the Christian’s 
rejoicing trust in the mystery of the 
Incarnation. 

The earliest collection made in the 
West of the Lives of the Saints is 
known as “The Golden Legend” as 
the work of Metaphrastes was. the 
earliest Greek collection of the same 
kind. Jacobus de Voragine (so named 
from his birthplace, Varaggia, near 
Genoa) wag the compiler.

“home ties are not completely severed and the close companion- 
ship of loved ones does not vanish entirely, although the 
grim hand of death snatches away the physical presence of 
relatives or friends. The doctrine of the Communion of 
‘Saints tells us that the faithful on earth, the souls in Purga- 
tory, and the Saints in Heaven are united in a spiritual union, 
botind together by a spiritual bond, forming a spiritual body 
‘of which Christ is the head. It is a great consolation to know 
‘that we can assist. our departed, by our prayers and good 
works; it is consoling to know that we can follow them be- 
yond the grave. More than that is the consolation we derive 
from the surety of the protection which we receive from the 
Saints in Heaven. We pray to the Saints of God and honor 
them because they are His friends; their prayers are more 
powerful because they come from those who are close to God. 


CHRISTIAN VS. THE UN-CHRISTIAN MOTIVE 


Ethics, as a Christian science, are the principles of 
morals as divinely revealed and sanctioned. Independently 
of revelation, certain rules of action are known to us from 
reason; and a power of discriminating between right and 
wrong, virtue and vice, is inherent in our nature; so that the 
nations to whom the divine revelation has not been made 
known are to themselves a law; which when they obey, they 
do, as it were by natural instinct, much of what is prescribed 
by God in His revealed law, and when they transgress it, they 
are self-rebuked, and condemned by conscience. (Rom. II- 
14, 15) These principles, written on the hearts of all, are 
recognized and inculeated by Christian teaching, which takes 
them as its basis, and erects thereon a divine superstructure. 
They are simply and authoritatively propounded; and to 
enforce them effectually, motives of a high order are pro- 
posed, and the most solemn and awful sanctions are added. 
Instead of leaving each one to discover by reflection this 
secret law, and to unfold to himself its precepts, our science 
lays them down broadly and clearly, with their consequences, 
~~at least, such as directly flow from them; and promulgates 
them, in the name of God, to the young, in the simple lan- 
guage of the catechism, and to all from the pulpit or altar. 
A Christian child, after short instruction, knows, with the 
assurance of faith, what Plato, or Aristotle, or other philoso- 
phers, perceived but dimly, and with great admixture of 
gross error, after many years of profound investigation. 

There is an affecting tenderness and sublimity in every 
moral principle taught by Christianity, inasmuch as it is com- 
menced, sealed, and hallowed by the great mystery of Re- 
demption. The Christian teacher does not insist merely 
on the conformity of the law to the dictates of reason, and 
on the propriety of sustaining the dignity of man by acting 
accordingly. Neither does he confine himself to the solemn 
sanction given to the natural law by its promulgation amidst 
the thunders of Sinai. He tells of a Redeemer’s love; he 
points to thé cross, and shows the crimson tide that flowed 
to wash away man’s transgréssions: Each precept is pro- 
posed, not merely in the name of a sovereign who must be 
obeyed, but as the will of a Savior, with boundless claims on 
our gratitude, and love. Sin is not only intrinsically base, 
because contrary to reason and nature; it is not merely trea- 
son against Supreme Majesty; it is black ingratitude to a 
Divine Benefactor ; it is the revolt of a ransomed slave against 
the Lord that bought him; it is the “crucifying again to one’s 
self the Son of God, and making Him a mockery; “‘it is the 
“treading under foot the Son of God, and the esteeming un- 
i ean the blood of the testament by which he was sanctified.”

I discovered that only 
a few were able to bring anything of 
that kind along. hen I went 
through their improvised home in 
tabi I saw that a cold snap, such as_ 
we can expect now, at anytime, which 
chills + the borne for a few hours, will 
find them unprepared; and such ex- 
osure wil] mean sickness. I am in 
apes to get sufficient funds to sup ly 
them with the extra bed coverin 
fore any of the so-called “nort ere” 
ve. These “northers” come sud- 
denly—sometimes in a half hour, or 
in less time, and go again in a short 
time; but while they last—even a few 
hours, they leave bad colds, etc., in 
their train among people who are 
poorly clad and have an insufficient 
amount of bedding. 
The other hg I drove down to 
visit these Fathers and the students, 
at Sarita. On my way I bought some 
meat to bring to them. It gave them 
a veritable feast; for they ‘had been 
living on bread ‘and milk chiefly—a 
local dairyman of the settlement giv- 
ing them five gallons of “milk every 
day. When I arrived, I found only 
one of the Fathers and three Broth- 
ers at home. The rest were out in a 
neighboring cotton field, picking ¢ot- 
ton for a few hours, to earn some 
money to pay for necessaries. They 
returned before I left; and I was 
much edified to see how @heerful all 
seemed, even after spending two 
hours in a hot field, yr ps any de- 
cent strength-giving food. You can 
limagine how they ate that fresh meat 
‘which I brought them that evening. 
|A ranchman who lives some six miles 
‘away, a Catholic, and the man who 
ihas given them the use of the houses 
at Sarita, free, sent them some méat 
a few days afterwards. Thus, between 
help from this one and that one, and 
what we can get for them from en- 
tirely outside sources, these Confes- 
sors of the Faith will be taken care 
of. It makes it hard to secure ready 
aid for them about here, as we are 
but few in number, as yet, and but}! 
few persons are of any considerable 
means. From the Mexicans they can 
lg expect anything; for the rea- 

that they are poor themselves. 

Ho ever, as far as we have gone now, 
I feel satisfied that there will be suffi- 
cient help come from different direc- 
tions by and by, to keep the prover- 
bial wolf from the door, and allow 
these men to enjoy some peace and 
quiet, out of harm’s reach in a land 
of real liberty and justice. This har- 
bor of refuge will save for the Order 
a number of young vocations; and, in- 
cidentally, it is_also offering me some 
help for outlying poor missions among 
Mexicans, 

Last evening I learned that there 
are men (Mexican renegade Catho- 
lics) going about this city, mingling 
with Catholic Mexicans who are prac- 
ticing their religion, trying to spread 
among them discontent with the cus- 
tomary regulations of the Church, in 
the matter of baptism, marriage, 
funeral, and other gratuity fees; in 
other words, they are trying to spread 
anti-religious propaganda of the kind 
now prevailing in old Mexico. They 
are quite bold about it, too; evidently, 
feeling that they can do this without 
any opposition. They seem to feel 
sure of backing on the ek of people 
who are not of our Faith, and who, in 
their ignorance of the real facts, en- 
courage such propaganda, either di-.

Hence | 
autonomy or. perfect self-determina- 
‘tion in the entire domain of moral life 
‘and duty is to be each one’s personal 
privilege. There is to be no law for 
the free man, least of all a divine law: 

But a system which rejects any 
supernatural sanction of conduct is 
rightly called “the sworn enemy of 
Christianity.” It is true that not all 
followers of Ethical Culture will ad- 
mit the radical conclusion drawn by 
some of the leaders of the Society as 
to the abolishing of the Ten Com- 
mandments and placing all morality 
on @ scientific basis. However, it is 
dificult not to go this full length 
when perfect emancipation from God's 
will and from every law is written on 
one’s program. 
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
